Rush to find university places as

MORE than 2,000 calls were 
made to the University of 
Bedfordshire’s Clearing hotline 
this week as students received 
their A Level results. 

They came as the university 
staged a flashmob (left) to 
raise awareness about the 
options available to students 
who may not have achieved 
their desired grades. 

Over 60 specialist and 
academic staff are taking calls 
from students considering their 
options and by Friday 600 
offers had been made. 

Susie King, head of UK/EU 
Admissions at the university, 
said the number of offers made 
was an increase of 25 per cent 
on the offers made by this time 
last year. 

She added: “We still have 
places left on courses across 
our all our faculties. This is an 


important decision for young 
people to make and it is one 
they need to make carefully. 

“Manning our hotline we have 
a trained team of staff ready to 
answer any questions young 
people may have about the 
university, the student experi¬ 
ence at Bedfordshire and the 
courses available here. 

“Our academic staff are also 
available to chat to students.” 

Bill Rammell, vice chancellor, 
added: “My message to 
students is - whatever your 
background or ability, you can 
flourish here at Bedfordshire. 

“Students who choose to join 
the University of Bedfordshire 
this year can be confident we 
are committed to ensuring they 
will have the best possible 
student experience.”

Shock over cancer figures

DEVASTATING new figures show 
Luton as having one of the worst 
survival rates for cancer in the 
country. 

According to research by 
Macmillan Cancer Support, over a 
third of people diagnosed with can¬ 
cer in Luton die in the first year - 
making it the 10th worst performing 
health care area in the country. 

Carol Fenton, Macmillan’s general 
manager for London, Anglia and 
South said: “This analysis shows an 
unacceptable postcode lottery. 

“Your chances of surviving cancer 
should not be affected simply because 


you live in Luton. In Luton 36 per cent 
of people diagnosed with cancer die 
within a year of diagnosis. This is 
worse than the national average and 
we must do better.” 

However, there are significant 
efforts by both the charity and other 
groups to help improve survival rates. 

Ms Fenton said: “In Luton 
Macmillan has been working with 
healthcare authorities to promote 
early diagnosis and in turn improve 
cancer outcomes. 

“As well as employing Macmillan 
GPs to promote early diagnosis of 
cancer among their peers, Macmillan 
is working with Active Luton on a 
physical activity programme to 
encourage an active lifestyle during 


and after cancer treatment.” 

In the best performing area of the 
country, 24 per cent of people die 
within 12 months of diagnosis. 

The charity estimates that nation¬ 
wide around 6,000 more people 
could survive at least 12 months 
after being diagnosed with cancer 
every year if the average survival 
rate for the whole of England 
matched the top 10 per cent of local 
healthcare areas. 

However, there are reasons specif¬ 
ic to Luton why the survival rate is 
much lower than other areas of the 
country. 

In a joint statement, Luton Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) and 
Macmillan said: “With high levels of 


deprivation, large numbers of immi¬ 
grants, many of whom struggle to 
access health services and a complex 
web of other social factors, Luton suf¬ 
fers from a number of health inequal¬ 
ities. Cancer is sadly no exception. 

“For a number of years we have 
therefore been working together in 
Luton, to try and improve early diag¬ 
nosis and treatment of cancer and 
improvement of the cancer survival 
rate of the Luton population.” 

Both Macmillan and the CCG are 
working together in a number of 
areas to try and improve the surviv¬ 
al rate. 

The key areas that are looking to be 
improved in the town are education 
for both the public and GPs as to how 


to spot cancer along with improving 
care received in hospitals. 

Current work which is ongoing 
include two GPs from the charity 
who work closely with the CCG to 
tackle cancer at all levels and to 
improve referral time to hospitals. 

The two groups went on to say: “In 
Luton, we have a strong ethos of 
partnership working, supporting a 
trusting relationship between 
patients, carers and clinicians. 

“This strength gives us optimism 
that the CCG and Macmillan can 
continue to deliver innovative ser¬ 
vices to the people in Luton, to help 
save more lives from cancer and 
achieve an increase in the survival 
rate of cancer patients.”

Man guilty of sexually 
assaulting two women

A MAN has been convicted of 
forcing his way into the bedsit 
flat of two Luton women late at 
night and, after forcing them to 
take drugs, committing a string 
of sex offences. 

Imran Ghafoor, 42, of Newhouse 
Crescent, Watford, was convicted 
of common assault on 
the women, two offences of 
committing an offence with 
intent to commit a sexual offence 
on them, two offences of admin¬ 
istering a substance to the 
women, two offences of rape and 
three offences of assault by 
penetration. 

He was cleared of one charge of 
assault by penetration. 

The drugs were said to have left 
the women, aged 22 and 32, in a 
‘stupefied and confused’ state. 


It allowed Imran Ghafoor to 
push them onto a bed, where he 
assaulted them over a two hour 
period. 

Ghafoor will be sentenced on 
October 3. 

Prosecutor David Harounoff 
described the women who 
shared the flat in Luton as ‘very, 
very timid’. 

He said that after the alarm was 
raised they were medically 
examined and traces of cocaine 
and Viagra were found in urine 
samples they provided. 

Mr Harounoff said Viagra was 
prescribed to men suffering 
erectile disfunction problems 
and there was no possible reason 
for the two women to have taken 
it. 

The jury heard late on the night 
of Friday November 22 last year, 
one of women went to a neigh¬ 
bouring flat to ask that the music 


be turned down. 

Ghafoor, who was visiting the 
flat, later went to the women’s 
flat and forced his way in. 

Mr Harounoff told the court: 
“He literally forced drugs into 
their mouths.” 

Over the next few hours Ghafoor 
forced the women to perform sex 
acts on him and sexually assault¬ 
ed them. 

Early the next morning, when 
the defendant had left, a woman 
neighbour could see the women 
were distressed and confused 
and under the influence of some¬ 
thing. 

She called for an ambulance 
and the police attended. 

Following his arrest three days 
later Ghafoor claimed he had 
been invited to the women’s 
home. 

He said the sexual activity had 
been at the women’s instigation.

ATIF ALI JURY CONSIDERS VERDICT 

THE JURY in the trial concerning 
a young accountant who was 
gunned down in Luton after he 
was caught up in a love triangle 
have been sent out to consider 
their verdicts. Atif Ali, then 27, 
was shot in Leicester Road on 
May 20 last year. He needed a 
seven hour operation at 
Addenbrooke’s hospital in 
Cambridge to save his leg. 

It is claimed that one of the 
defendants, Shahzad Mahroof, 
28, of Selbourne Road, Luton, 
wanted to pursue a relationship 
with a young woman who was 
engaged to Mr Ali. Six men deny 
attempting to murder Mr Ali. 

ASTRA STOLEN IN ALDH0US CLOSE 

POLICE are looking for a 
Vauxhall Astra which has been 
stolen from a driveway in Luton. 
The car was taken at approxi¬ 
mately 4am from Aldhous Close 
last Sunday (August 10). The 
offender broke into the victim’s 
home, took the keys for the car 
along with other items, including 
a black handbag with flowers on 
it containing medical supplies, 
and drove off. The car is blue 
with registration number 
FP07 KHE. 

NEW POTHOLE REPAIR SYSTEM 

A NEW way of fixing potholes is 
being introduced across Central 
Bedfordshire. The new Velocity 
Patcher allows more manual 
control than the previous system 
and reduces the time it takes to 
repair damaged roads. It can 
permanently repair a pothole in 
two minutes and around 150 can 
be filled each day. Air is fired into 
the hole to remove all debris, 
before it is filled with bitumen 
and sealed to stop water getting 
in and causing further damage. 
The system will be trialled over 
the next few months. 

TRAVELLER PLAN MAY GO 

CENTRAL Bedfordshire Council 
may be forced to withdraw its 
gypsy and traveller plan after an 
inspector said it wasn’t good 
enough. The executive commit¬ 
tee will consider their options 
next week. Next month’s public 
meetings will be cancelled and 
the final decision about the with¬ 
drawal made at a full council 
meeting in September.

Record number take flight at airport 


LUTON Airport has experienced its 
busiest summer ever, with more than a 
million passengers flying out in June 
and July. 

The passengers flew to more than 100 
destinations, including 14 new routes 
such as Naples and Catania that were 
added this year.

Councillor Mohammed Ashraf, from 
Luton council, said: “As the freehold 
owners of London Luton we are 
delighted with these results and that 
we can now press ahead with this 
exciting development.”

Shopkeeper is fined £600 


A SHOPKEEPER has been 
fined £600 after he was linked 
to flytipping which had to be 
cleared at taxpayers’ expense. 

Chandran Vinothkanth, 33, 
of Hillcrest Avenue, was 
charged under the 
Environmental Protection 
Act 1990 after it was found 
that he had passed commer¬ 
cial waste to two unknown 
individuals, failing to check 


that they were properly 
licensed to take the waste, 
constituting a breach of duty 
of care. 

In addition to the fine Mr 
Vinothkanth, who pleaded 
guilty, was ordered to pay an 
extra £603.37 in costs and a 
victim surcharge of £60 
following an investigation by 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
which linked him to waste 


found fly-tipped in a field in 
Slip End. 

The waste had been report¬ 
ed on August 20 last year and 
was traced to Family Choice 
Mini Market on Russell 
Street, Luton, which is man¬ 
aged by Mr. Vinothkanth.

PROPOSALS to build a new 
supermarket which could 
have resulted in 300 jobs 
have been rejected by coun¬ 
cillors. 

Luton council said plans to 
sub-divide the B&Q site in 
Dallow Road and allow 
Morrisons to move in were 
‘not in line’ with its policy. 

The authority said it wanted 
to ‘focus retail development 
in town centres to protect 
their long-term viability’. 

Both B&Q and Morrisons 
said they were ‘disappointed’ 
with the decision. 

A council document 
discussed by councillors 
during a council meeting on 
Wednesday stated that 
officers had recommended 
the plans be rejected. 

If accepted, it would have 
seen B&Q scale back its oper¬ 
ations and Morrisons open a 
store on the larger east side of 
the building. Both firms 
would have shared the car 
park space. The council had 
29 representations in favour 
of the scheme and six against. 

Richard Haynes, Morrison’s 
development executive, said: 
“We are disappointed with 
the decision and will take 
some time to review our 


options.” 

Andrew McDonnell, B&Q’s 
divisional director for London 
and East Anglia, said: “We 
are fully supportive of 
Morrisons’ planning applica¬ 
tion and disappointed by the 
decision.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“This application was report¬ 
ed to the Development 
Control Committee with an 
officer recommendation to 
refuse planning permission 
because the application was 
not in line with the council’s 
policy which aims to focus 


retail development in town 
centres to protect their long¬ 
term viability, and in the light 
of concerns raised by the 
council’s Highway Engineers 
about the impact of the pro¬ 
posal on the local highway 
network. 

“In reaching its decision, 
the committee took into 
account all material factors 
including relevant planning 
policies and the issues raised 
in the representations 
received, and subsequently 
resolved that planning per¬ 
mission should be refused.

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Ambulance staff’s 
storm in a tea cup

BOSSES at the ambulance 
service have reinstated free 
tea and coffee for frontline 
staff just days after announc¬ 
ing it would be banned for all 
but visiting crews. 

Two weeks ago staff at the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAST) were told 
they would have to pay for tea 
and coffee because the trust 
couldn’t afford to fund it for 
everyone anymore. 

Staff in Bedfordshire were 
told that as of September, free 
tea and coffee provided by 
EEAST would only be for ‘vis¬ 
iting crews’, meaning they 
could only have a cuppa 
courtesy of the trust if they 
ended up on their break at an 
ambulance station which 
was not their normal base. 

The move infuriated those 
on the frontline as the news 
came just weeks after it was 
revealed their boss, chief 
executive Dr Anthony Marsh, 
has been given a £50,000 a 
year pay rise. 

A source told LoS: “Most 
people within a workplace 
will probably have to pay for 
or bring in their own tea and 
coffee but in our role, being

out in all weathers, it’s just 
nice to know that when you 
finally make it back to the 
station you can grab a hot 
drink.” 

Last week the trust told LoS 
that free hot drinks had only 
ever been available for visit¬ 
ing crews but admitted that 
perhaps this had not been 
made clear to all members of 
staff and as a result signs 
were put up at stations across 
the region alerting employ¬ 
ees to the rule. 

Last Sunday however 
bosses performed a dramatic 


U-turn saying that ‘arrange¬ 
ments are not being changed’ 
after all. 

This means all staff, regard¬ 
less of whether they are based 
at the station or stopping 
there for a break, will be able 
to use the refreshments. 

Chief Executive Dr Anthony 
Marsh said: “We want to be 
doing everything we can to 
support frontline staff. 

“Once I was made aware 
that arrangements were 
changing, I took immediate 
steps to learn why, and also 
who it affected. 

“The arrangements for 
everyone to use the tea and 
coffee will remain in place 
and I have also issued an 
apology to the affected staff.” 

But despite the chief’s 
assurances the trust 
appeared to falter on its poli¬ 
cy again when on Monday 
they accepted an offer for 
150,000 free tea bags from PG 
Tips, only to turn it down on 
Tuesday. 

A spokeswoman for PG Tips 
said that following their 
initial conversation in which 
the service had accepted 
their offer, they had been in 
contact again ‘to politely 
decline’ the free tea bags 
worth around £3-5,000.

A MEDIEVAL jug worth 
£750,000 has been officially 
unveiled for display after 
undergoing minor conserva¬ 
tion work and being given 
new security measures to 
keep it safe. 

The Wenlok Jug was stolen 
from the Stockwood 
Discovery Centre in May 2012 
and recovered in September 
2012 after a police investiga¬ 
tion led to its discovery in 
Surrey.

Dead mice found by 
inspectors at shop

HYGIENE inspectors have 
fined the owners of a shop 
where they found a dead 
mouse and another one 
decomposing. 

Tarik Rashid and 
Mohammed Munir, from Haji 
& Sons in Bury Park, were 
fined £1,000 at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court for food 
safety offences. 

They both pleaded guilty to 
12 breaches and were ordered 
to pay £1,000 in fines plus a 


£100 victim surcharge each, 
as well as costs of £1,400. 

Luton council food and 
safety officers visited the 
shop in May last year and 
found it dirty, in poor condi¬ 
tion and with a mice infesta¬ 
tion. See pictures at luton- 
dunstable.co.uk. 

Among their findings was a 
dead mouse among cans of 
ghee and a decomposing 
mouse on a trap underneath 
rice pallets. They instructed 
staff to clean the premises 
and carry out urgent pest 
control treatment, and some 


improvement was noted 
during a visit a week later. 

But when visiting Haji & 
Sons again this February, 
officers found mouse 
droppings and poor cleaning. 

During a further visit in 
April, the shop was found to 
be dirty, with mould growing 
on the walls of the vegetable 
store room and other issues. 

Rashid and Munir told the 
court they are now using a 
different pest control firm, 
have food safety procedures 
in place and are planning to 
refurbish the shop.

AS A COLLEGE in Luton 
celebrated a rise in its A 
Level and BTEC pass rate, 
one student was particular¬ 
ly pleased after having 
studied eight hours a day 
for three months for her 
two A*s and three As. 

Molly Beddow (pictured 
below), 18, from Luton Sixth 
Form College, got A*s in 
English Language and 
History, and As in 
Psychology, English 
Literature and her Extended 


Project Qualification. 

The teenager, who secured 
a place to study Law at 
Warwick University, said 
she felt ‘very relieved’ after 
having put in hours of study 
in the last three months. 

The student she had 
revised ‘all day, every day’ 
and had used every method 
she could think of. 

She said: “I hoped that I’d 
get at least three As so that I 
could get into my firm 
choice but I didn’t think I’d 
do as well as I have done.” 

Another Sixth Form stu¬ 
dent, Nikhil Patel, 18, got 


two A*s in Maths and 
Further Maths, an A in 
Physics and a B in 
Computing, and will also be 
going to Warwick, but to 
study Maths. 

He said: “It was really 
tough and a lot of work, 
especially doing four A 
Levels - that makes it much 
harder. 

“But I did a lot of past 
papers and went through as 
much as possible and just 
kept going. 

“If I got stuck on a question 
I tried to figure it out or go to 
my teachers because they’re 
really helpful here. 

“I was hoping for the two A 
stars in Maths and Further 
Maths. I wasn’t a 100 per 
cent sure about the A in 
Physics so I’m glad I got 
that.” 

Overall the college’s pass 
rate for A Level courses was 
97 per cent (up from 96.7 per 
cent from last year), with 44 
per cent of all grades award¬ 
ed at A*-B, and its BTEC 
Level 3 diploma pass mark 
was 99.5 per cent (up from 
97.7 per cent).

Drunken assault

A MAN who joined friends in 
a drunken assault on a lone 
man has been spared jail and 
giving a suspended sentence.

It was the second time 
Martin had been given a 
suspended sentence. 

Geoffrey Porter, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that on May 16 this 
year there was a confronta¬ 
tion and scuffle in St George’s 
Square between a group of 
men and the victim. 

He walked off but was then 
assaulted and left with sever¬ 
al bruises. The attack was 
caught on CCTV and the 
assailants were arrested after 
the operator tracked them. 

Mr Porter said Martin later 
told police that he had been 


very drunk, scoring himself a 
nine out of 10 for intoxication. 

The court was told that 
Martin was given a suspend¬ 
ed sentence in June 2011 for 
an offence of affray which 
involved a fight between two 
groups in a public place. 

He had not reoffended until 
the latest offence. Peter 
Darnborough, defending, 
said Martin wanted to tackle 
his drink problem. 

He said: “He does recognise 
that and wants to tackle it. He 
has not been out drinking 
since.”

The Level Trust group 
organised and ran some great 
events for the charity, which 
exists to level the playing field 
for children growing up in 
poverty. 

From face painting in The 
Mall, to fundraising at an 
incredible jazz evening, they 
added plenty to the organisa¬ 
tion at a busy time in the year. 

And, of course, they packed 
more than a thousand ‘Learn 
at Home’ packs to help young 
people to be creative outside 
of school. 

Then the Young Peoples’ 
Panel group demonstrated 
exactly what can be done in 


just four weeks; rewriting the 
commitments from the town 
to looked-after young people 
in Luton. 

By making these commit¬ 
ments relevant, designing 
literature that make them 
accessible, and launching 
them so the town can be 
reminded of their 
responsibility, their impact 
will be felt by many of the 
most vulnerable in the years 
to come. 

We run a summer school for 
18-24 year olds to get their 
first taste of politics, and 
learn how to serve others. 

These three projects 
demonstrate exactly what 
can be done by young people 
who are given a chance. 

The truth is, we are far more 
inspired by them, I suspect, 
than they are by us.

TEMPTING, as it is, to compare the new 
Daniel Radcliffe movie, What If, to the 1989 
rom-com, When Harry Met Sally, I’m steering 
clear, says IUDY RILEY. All those predictable 
‘When Harry Potter met. . .’ references are 
out. The boy who played out his childhood on 
screen for the pleasure of millions of other 
kids has grown up. 

To be fair, he graduated from Hogwarts years 
ago when he took on the role of Alan Strang in 
the stage play of Equus, as the young man who 
has bit of a weird thing for horses. Since then 
the roles Radcliffe’s played, on stage, as well as 
on the big and small screen, 
have been pouring in. 

But how does he 
filter the good 
scripts from the 
bad? 

“My theory is,” 
says Daniel, “if 
the first half of 
something is 
truly terrible, the 
second half can 
never be good 
enough to warrant 
doing it. The What If 
script stood out. It was 
smart, funny, not con¬ 
trived - the way 
people speak. 

And it is a 
simple sweet 
story that is 
emotionally 
affecting 
without try¬ 
ing too 
hard. 


“I hope the story will stick with people for 
longer than the 90 minutes the film lasts.” It 
does; really. 

If you’re a hardened movie critic who lost all 
sense of romance 40 years ago when Love 
Story dribbled, mawkishly onto the silver 
screen, then you might find this delightful 
rom-com a little too twee. But it has a fresh¬ 
ness and an honesty that is hugely appealing 
and Radcliffe is great in it. 

He plays Wallace, a med school dropout who 
meets Chantry (Zoe Kazan) at a party and falls 
for her whilst conducting a fridge magnet, 
poetry masterclass. 

But Chantry has a live-in boyfriend and, 
much as she likes Wallace, she’s just looking 
for friendship. 

Oh, yeah? The chemistry between Radcliffe 
and Kazan is clear - to everyone except 
Chantry - but it takes the whole movie and an 
awful lot of shared banter for him to confess it 
and for her to acknowledge that she feels the 
same. 

Nevertheless, mid-movie, Daniel still man¬ 
ages to get his kit off, something he‘s made a 
bit of a habit of since the Harry Potter days. 

“I’m obviously not someone who shirks 
nudity in my career. Though it’s usually while 
losing my virginity or blinding horses,” he 
admits. 

So is friendship between the sexes possible? 

“Yes,” says Daniel. 
“I’m sure you have 
plenty of friends of 
the opposite gender 
and haven’t slept with 
all of them?” Very 
true. 

He continues: 
“Love is complicat¬ 
ed and not clean 
and easy all of 
the time. 

“As for 
Wallace, 
there is no 
point in 



the film when he doesn’t want to see Chantry 
without clothes. Personally, I couldn’t have 
held back; I would have charged straight into 
the relationship.” 

Discreet as he is - questions about his per¬ 
sonal life are not allowed - Daniel does admit 
that he’s never used a chat-up line on a girl. “I 
have had a couple of cheesy Harry Potter lines 
directed at me as a chat up line though. And in 
this film, Zoe and I had lots of chats between 
takes, swapping embarrassing stories of dates 
and ex’s. My most embarrassing story didn’t 
end up in the movie though, which is great, 
‘cos I’ve still got it for another occasion!” 


Daniel Radcliffe is open, friendly and very, 
very nice. As superstars (and very rich ones at 
that) go, he is genuinely self-effacing and eager 
to be helpful. 

This film might not be to everyone’s taste but 
it’s fun and a refreshing change from this 
summer’s usual fare of tired action movies (a 
genre that Radcliffe has no time for). 

As Wallace, in What If, he has finally shed the 
boy wizard’s cloak and metamorphosed into a 
truly romantic and grown-up leading man.

Still hits out 
over Rooney 
suspension

LUTON Town manager John Still has 
blasted football's lawmakers for endors¬ 
ing a rule that saw Luke Rooney banned 
for yesterday's visit of AFC Wimbledon. 

The midfielder was dismissed for a sec¬ 
ond bookable offence in the closing stages 
of the 2-1 Capital One Cup defeat to his 
former side Swindon on Tuesday night. 

He was adjudged to have dived to earn a 
penalty but replays showed later that 
Rooney had been fouled twice and should 
have been awarded a spot-kick. 

Bizarrely, if he had been shown a straight 
red card then the club would have grounds 
for an appeal but there is no such option 
for two cautions so the 23-year-old played 
no part in the League Two clash against 
the Dons. 

“It’s a complete injustice,” said Still, add¬ 
ing: “My thoughts go out to Luke Rooney 
because he’s been fouled. 

“I couldn’t see if it was or wasn’t [a pen¬ 
alty at the time] but what alerted me to it 
was their players. Some of them know 
Rooney and they said, ‘it’s a penalty’. 

“When we saw the DVD it was two pen¬ 
alties. He got fouled once, managed to 
stay on his feet and got clipped again. 

“I don’t blame the referee. He made what 
he thought was the right decision but the 
situation which allows that to happen and 
you can’t appeal is absolutely crazy. 
Someone makes a mistake and you suffer. 

“I can’t, for the life of me, think of who 
makes these rules up. Who sits there and 
decides that he hasn’t done anything 
wrong but he still can’t play? 

“They have got no idea about football. 
“We accept it because it’s the rules but is it 
right? Not in a million years. 

“I would say that if you have 100 football 
supporters and asked them, ‘should a 
player be banned when he’s been tripped 
in the box for a penalty, the referee doesn’t 
give it and sends him off for two bookings? 
Is that right or wrong?’ One hundred per 
cent of the people would say, ‘it’s wrong’, 
but people in football say it’s right. 

“Whose game is it? It’s the people’s game. 
“Never lose sight of who the game is for- 
Without the supporters none of these peo¬ 
ple would be earning all of this money 
because no-one would be coming to 
watch them. Sky wouldn’t be showing it. 

“At the end of the exercise, we’ve been 
penalised because someone somewhere, 
who hasn’t got a clue about football, 
decides that he has [Rooney] done noth¬ 
ing wrong but he’s banned. Rant over.”

Tubbs strike ensures

THERE was no fairytale home Football League 
return as Luton succumbed to a 1-0 defeat to 
AFC Wimbledon at Kenilworth Road yester¬ 
day. 

Luton bossed the early going, but despite 
their superiority and several penalty shouts, 
they could only muster the returning Luke 
Guttridge’s 34th-minute drive wide. 

The Hatters were to rue their lack of cutting 
edge as Matt Tubbs nabbed his third goal in 
three games, four minutes from the break fol¬ 
lowing a routine long ball. 

On their big day and in front of the BBC 


Football League Show cameras, Town were 
certainly good value for a point. 

However, after chances were subsequently 
shared and missed in the second half by first 
Guttridge and then Paul Benson and substitute 
Alex Wall, it was not to be their afternoon. 

On the balance of play, Luton were unfortu¬ 
nate to fall to the Dons but the visitors showed 
that despite forming from the ashes of the old 
Wimbledon, they still hold the same grit and 
determination of the previous Crazy Gang. 

The Hatters made two changes from the side 
that hung onto a valuable three points at 
Carlisle last Saturday. 

Defenders Paul Connolly and Alex Lacey 
dropped from the starting eleven as former 
Don Fraser Franks and talismanic midfielder 
Guttridge slotted in for the hosts. 

One name likely to be familiar to many home 
fans was former Northampton Town striker 
Adebayo Akinfenwa who started up front 


alongside the prolific Tubbs for Wimbledon. 

The home side took the pre-season mantle for 
some as League Two title favourites and against 
a side who finished just three points above the 
relegation trapdoor last season, they took an 
attacking approach. 

The returning Guttridge, side-lined since 
March, and left-winger Jake Howells pushed on 
as Town looked to see off the South Londoners. 

Frantic penalty appeals followed the Hatters’ 
first corner as Franks’ tenth-minute header 
appeared to hit a hand but the referee waved 
away protests and just two minutes later, the 
home crowd again screamed in anguish for a 
decision. 

Howells’ blast from the left channel again 
struck an arm but once more the referee said 
no. The baying crowd were looking for an early 
goal to settle the nerves. As the clock rolled 
around to the half-hour mark though, the 
opener had still not arrived. 


Isaac capture likely to end Still’s summer shopping

HATTERS boss John Still says he has com¬ 
pleted his transfer business for this month 
but wouldn't rule out a late move after sign¬ 
ing development youngster Kynan Isaac on 
Wednesday. 

The 21-year-old joined from Banbury on a 
one-year deal after last season when the 
Luton manager had earmarked him as one 
for the future. 

Asked whether he had now completed his 
summer shopping, Still said: “Yes I have. I 
don't envisage doing anything else but this 
is football.'' 

On Isaac, the Town boss said: “We brought 
him in last year from Banbury and quite 
liked him, but we thought at the time that 
he was better off there playing games. 

“We could have done two things: brought 
him in and loaned him back or brought 
him in and loaned him somewhere else. 
But we were quite happy to leave him there 


and we'd already spoken to his manager 
there, Edwin Stein, and said at the end of 
the season we'd look to do it and that's what 
we've done. 

“It's no secret that there was another club 
involved but he wanted to come here and 
the club wanted him to come here. There 
was a little complication so we just left it 
until the other thing finished and we did 
it.” 

Meanwhile, Hatters midfielder Dave 
Martin has moved in the opposite direction 
and signed for Conference Premier side 
Bristol Rovers on loan until January. 

Still said: “I spoke to their manager a cou¬ 
ple of times this week and Dave has gone 
down there. The idea at that time was that 
he [the manager] was hoping for a season- 
long loan. Dave wasn't sure if he wanted it 
to be a season. He was perhaps looking 
more to the opening of the new transfer 
window which is at the beginning of 
January.”

Luton had prodded and probed the visiting backline but 
failed to test former Arsenal youngster James Shea at all. 

That was until Guttridge played on from a third penalty 
shout in the 34th minute, but the Wimbledon keeper palmed 
the midfielder’s fierce drive behind for a corner which came 
to nothing. 

An old adage in football is often, “when you are on top, get a 
goal” and Luton were left regretting their lack of ruthlessness 
in the 41st minute as Dons stole the lead. 

A long ball found the Luton backline dozing and Tubbs 
clipped the ball beyond Mark Tyler. 

The dream home Football League return after five years was 
not materialising. Town were looking to tip the balance of the 
game back in their favour but it was Wimbledon who almost 
grabbed a second. 

The unmistakable powerhouse figure of Akinfenwa slid in 
at the far post but somehow deflected the ball wide from five 
yards out. In response, Guttridge’s 52nd-minute header 
looked to have crept in following Paul Benson’s cross but the 
ball leapt into the side netting. 

That was to be one of Guttridge’s final contributions as he 


was replaced in the 67th minute by striker Alex Wall. 

Many were hoping for a Wall blockbuster similar to his 
Halifax effort in a 4-3 home win last October. 

Moments later, Andy Drury departed for Pelly Ruddock-
